“Today we have a longer wait- 
ing list than ever at the Stone 
Institute and Newton Home for 
the Aged," says Metcalf W. Mel- 
cher, president of this Red 
Feather Agency, as he handed 
me a batch of letters. The ap- 
preciative messages were from 
doctors, friends and relatives of 
the elderly ladies whose declin- 
ing years had been spent peace- 
fully in the rambling home at 
277 Elliott street, Newton Up- 
per Falls. , 

The first letter began: “In 
memory of my sister, I want to 
express my deep gralitude for 
the faithful care she received 
during her last illness. If she 
had b$en living in her own home, 
no greater expression of love 
and self sacrifice could have 
been possible by members of

her family than was shown by 
Mrs. Grove (matron'), Dr. Bow- 
ers (staff physician) and the 
nurses. This was a continua- 
tion of the same considerate and 
courteous care so characteristic 
during her entire residency. It 
is comforting to remember that 
she was so happy in being sur- 
rounded by her personal pos- 
sessions which helped to make 
her environment a real home.” 

Other letters echoed this senti- 
ment. I could see that Mr. Mel- 
cher was touched by them. He 
sat in a deep, upholstered chair 
as we talked but his back was 
ramrod straight. His white hair 
gave dignity to his bearing. Be- 
hind the glasses, his deep blue 
eyes were, in turns, contempla- 
tive and twinkling. It is hard 
to choose one word to sum up 
the impression he makes in 
well tailored tweeds. So let’s 
choose several, such as kindly, 
alert, fastidious and of an un- 
derstanding and compassionate 
heart. 

A life long resraent of New- 
ton, Mr. Melcher proudly relates 
that he went to the famous Al- 
len School in West Newton and 
was graduated from Newton 
High in 1895. He has conducted 
a successful business as a piece 
goods broker to the clothing 
trade. His civic contributions 
have included serving as treas- 
urer of the Newton Centre Uni- 
tarian church, trustee of the 
Newton Centre Savings Bank, 
on the Board of Aldermen and 
on the Community Chest. “Sum- 
mers,” he adds, “we spend at 


Hancock Point on Frenchman’s 
Bay, just north of Bar Harbor. 
My hobbies were -fishing and 
golf— ;with emphasis on the past 
tense.” 

The Melcher winter home is at 
147 Lake avenue, Newton Cen- 
tre. Their only daughter, Mrs. 
Warren T. Bryant, of Weston, 
has three active children of her 
own — Peggy, Pete and Susan — 
who are the grandparents’ de- 
light. 

Next I wanted to know the 
history, aims and needs of the 
Stone Institute and Newton 
Home for Aged People. 

“It was dedicated in 1899," 
Mr. Melcher told me, “through 
the generous bequest of Mr. Jo- 
seph Stone. Through continu- 
ous effort of those who formed 
the corporation and of those 
who have served it since, ~we 
have cared for 151 needy New- 
ton ladies. I became interested 
through our friendship with 
Mrs. Morton E. Cobb whose fa- 
ther, Mr. Joseph E. Byers, was 
one of the original incorpor- 
ators. He became president 
when Mr. Charles E. Riley, who 
had been president for 25 years, 
had to resign because of failing 
health. Mr. Riley did much to 
interest the citliens of Newton 
in the financial needs of the 
Home with the result that we 
now have a considerable endow- 
ment." 

“How many can you care for 
at a time?" I asked. 

“Only 25," he said with re- 
gret, and there are 34 on the 
waiting list. The residents are 
given personal supervision by 
the matron, Mrs. Lillian M. 
Grove, the nurses and others on 
the staff. Each resident must 
be 65 or over, a citizen of the 
United States and, preferably, 
from Newton. The initiation fee 
is $250 plus all the personal pos- 
sessions of the applicant. She 
must be in reasonably good 
health and pass a physical ex- 
amination. Thereafter, the Home 
takes care of her as long as she 
lives. And here let me correct 
two misconceptions. This is not 
a hospital but a home. And sec- 
ond, it is not a charitable in- 
stitution as every resident must 
pay the full admission fee." 

"And the accommodations?” 

Mr. Melcher’s pride in these 
was good to see. “Each resident 
has a single room with a clothes 
closet and running water. The 
meals are excellent. We provide 
all clothes. The average age is 
over 82. A staff of doctors, den- 
tists, oculists and chiropodists 
give generously of their time 
and professional skill. The Home 
has a large lot in the Newton 
cemetery. Interment is made 
there unless the ladies have their 
own lots. And all funeral ex- 
penses are provided.” 

Then Mr. Melcher told of the 
many interests that filled the 
days and years at the Home. 
“As this is a non-denomination- 
al Home, many ministers and 
their choirs alternate in holding 
religious services. Various clubs 
'come up to provide entertain- 
ment. And in summer the Red 
Cross often takes the ladles to 
ride.”

Mayor Curley Returns 

The prompt return of James M. 
Curley to the Mayor’s chair in 
Boston within forty-eight hours 
of his release from the federal 
prison in Connecticut is a pheno- ! 
menon which most Bostonians 
will not care to have repeated | 
within their lifetime. I am not 
interested, at the moment, in the 
merits of the case, which was 
dragged through our various 
courts for several years. Inci- 
dentally, if you or I had been con- 
victed of a similar offense, we 
would have been thrown behind 
the bars of a prison in jig time. 
Also, we would have stayed in 
prison for at least the minimum 
sentence of six months. The 
Mayor can thank our distinguish- 
ed Democratic leader in the 
House of Representatives in 
Washington, Rep. John W. Mc- 
Cormack of Boston as well as the 
new Chairman of the Democratic j 
National Committee, former Gov- 
ernor of Rhode Island and pres- I 
ent U. 3. Senator, the Hon. | 
Howard McGrath, for securing 
his release from prison at an 
early date. The glory is all theirs. * 
What concerns your columnist 
today is something else, namely, 
just what will happen to the 
name and fame of Boston during 
the next decade or two. Also, 
what will happen to those very 
short-sighted members of the Re- 
publican party hereabouts who 
made it possible for James M. 
Curly to move, almost by slight- 
of-hand, from a prison to the 
Mayor's chair in one of the finest 
cities in the entire country. 

So far as Boston is concerned, 
it seems obvious that an aroused 
| . citizenry will undoubtedly rise in 
their wrath and install Plan E or 
some more or less similar plan, 
presumably with the addition of 
a City Manager. Just how long 
this will take is something else 
again. No one in his or her right 
mind can disagree with the thesis 
that Boston can no longer afford 
the luxury of having a political 
Mayor. As the tax-rate continues 
to rise and the government gets 
worse and worse, business will 
pick up and move elsewhere and 
the civilian population will con- 
tinue its steady exodus to the 
suburbs and even farther away. 
Wait and see. 

Why do I drag in the Republi- 
can party? For the simple reason 
that the G.O.P. controlled the 
1947 Legislature, which refused 
to declare Mayor Curley’s Mayor- 
al seat vacant and which speci- 
fically ordered that City Clerk 
Hynes should be Acting Mayor 
until such time as Mayor Curley 
was allowed to leave the federal 
prison. My readers will doubtless 
recall a previous column In which 
I suggested the type of hocus- 
pocus among the pols which made 
this situation possible. If you 
missed that particular column, 
here Is the big idea. Curley has 
a huge and blindly loyal follow- 
ing which will, presumably, never 
forget the generosity of the G. O. 
P. in safe guarding the Mayor’s 
chair in City Hall. When the 1948 
elections roll around, how do you 
suppose Mayor Curley’s support- 
ers will vote, especially if one 
of the many Democrats whom 
Curley hates is the nominee for 
Governor? And the G. O. P. alibi 
for this rather shabby piece of 
business? A recent member of 
the Legislature tells me that 
Henry L. Shattuck of Boston ad- 
vised the G. O. P. that the Legis- 
lature PROBABLY could not 
legally declare Mayor Curley’s 
seat vacant. This same former 
Legislator admitted frankly, 
when I pinned him down, that he, 
personally, would have checked 
up on the very distinguished Rep. 


Shattuck before leaning over 
backwards so far in protecting 
Mr. Curley. ’Nuf ced. 

Strictly Local 

Many of us have been privileg- 
ed to receive recently a most in- 
teresting booklet entitled, “A 
Print Shop— Fifty Years in New- 
ton Centre, Massachusetts.” The 
author is, of course, our old 
friend and long-time Alderman, 
John Temperley of 85 Thurston 
road, Newton Upper Falls, who 
opened a print ship in the base- 
ment of Bray Block at 77-79 
Union street, Newton Centre on 
Dec. 1, 1897. A few years later the 
bhsement and street floor of No. 
75 was takon over to handle in- 
creased business. As our John 
Temperley points out, his modest 
shop became one of the country’s 
60,000 print shops, — some big, 
some little and some middle- 
sized. Space will not permit re- 
porting all the many, many items 
of Interest in this booklet, which 
refers also to the start of the 
Town Crier in 1903. Just ten 
years ago this paper was sold to 
the Newton Graphic. May I sug- 
gest that every old-timer in New- 
ton and many a newcomer, for 
that matter, will be fascinated by 
Mr. Temperley’s description of 
the late Senator Ellis’s ability as 
a skater on thin ice, (the gentle- 
man weighed some 200 pounds), 
the antics of the ladies on 
bicycles and the playing of base- 
ball and foot-ball on the old Cedar 
Street grounds in Newton Centre. 

May you have many more 
happy and useful years in New- 
ton, John Temperley. 

Friendship Train 

I wonder how many of us have 
really grasped fully the profound 
significance of the Friendship 
Train, sponsored, originally, by 
the well-known columnist, Drew 
Pearson, whose writings appear 
each evening in the Boston 
Traveler. Think a minute. Here 
we have a purely spontaneous 
stream of giving, participated in 
by thousands upon thousands of 
just plain American citizens in 
nearly every state in our coun- 
try. Five hundred freight cars 
loaded with $6,000,000 — of food 
of all kinds was collected as a 
free-will offering to the hungry 
people of Europe. As I write this 
I have before me a picture of the 
vessel "Friendship” being christ- 
ened at dockside ceremonies at 
| Philadelphia, preparatory to sail- 
ing for Le Havre, France. This 
ship was loaded with grain for 
France and Italy. 

What does this tremendous ef- 
fort by the American people 
mean? It means two things; — 
first, that the people as a whole 
are way ahead of our Congress 
when it comes to DOING some- 
thing concrete about the prob- 
lems of Europe. Secondly, it 
means that we are now giving 
the people of Europe the best 
possible answer in reply to the 
proponents of Communism. 
While the “Commies” talk about 
what they will do for suffering 
men, women and children, the 
United States has ACTED. The

What is the value of a life? 
This question might easily be 
asked of anyone. The answer 
would vary according to the per- 
sons interpretation of living. For 
the most part life is held fairly 
cheap. 

Five years ago November 28th 
the Cocoanut Grove Are took 
close to 500 lives. These people 
had their lives snuffed out in a 
matter of a few minutes. The his- 
tory of this tragedy is well 
known, but what kind af an im- 
pression did it make on you as 
an individual. Has it made you 
want to prevent fires? To some 
of those who heard about it, it 
was a terrible holocast, to others, 
—well — that's the way life is. For 
the most part unless you knew 
or had someone taken in this 
disaster or have a natural dread 
of fires it probably did not make 
much of an impression on you. 

Since then many laws, rules 
and regulations have been passed 
or adopted to try and combat the 
re-occurance of such a thing, 
Permits and licenses are required 
for certain conditions or items. 
Inspections are constantly being 
made, but it is impossible for any 
agency to continually maintain 
inspectors every place where 
they are needed. This then places 
the main responsibility on the 
owners or managers to see that 
all of the safety regulations are 
adhered to, for the protection of 
their clientele and employees and 
to ensure their staying in busi- 
ness. 

There is no doubt that there are 
still plenty of buildings housing 
families, that if the owners were 
obliged to dwell there they might 
well hesitate, knowing the exist- 
ing conditions. Still they feel that 
it is all right for someone else to 
lives there. Maybe if they had 
to live in some of these unsafe 
buildings they would really do 
something for their own protec- 
tion as well as the other families. 
It would help improve the prop- 
erty as well as safeguard their 
investment. 

The attitude of, well I don’t 
own it, why should I do anything 
about it, should be a thing of the 
past. The prevention of fires is 
everybody’s business wherever 
they may be. 

In spite of all of the recent 
adoption of new regulations the 
death toll is steadily mounting, 
not so much in businesses as it 
te from fires in the homes. A 
large portion of these lives that 
are lost are helpless babies in 
cribs and young children that 
have been left at home alone or 
who have access to matches. Par- 
ents are the only ones who can 
stop this needless waste of hu- 
man lives in the home. 

Be fair to yourself, instead of 
trying to inspect your home in 


your mind, while comfortably 
seated or resting, to pick out 
conditions, make a personal tour 
and see just what conditions 
actually do exist. Remedy the 
trouble makers at that time, to- 
night might be too late. You owe 
this knowledge of your home to 
yourself and your family. 

For the most part buildings 
and furnishings can be replaced, 
but the life and the love of those 
close to us that are taken need- 
lessly by Are can never be Ailed. 
Today and every day is the time 
to stop Ares from starting, so 
that our homes or place of busi- 
ness will not become a small 
Cocoanut Grove disaster. A Are 
prevented is a life, a home or a 
business saved.

367 single family residences on 
land prepared and serviced by the 
City. Negotiations for this home 
development have already been 
entered into with Joseph F. Kelly, 
President of the Kelly Construc- 
tion Company, New England’s 
largest home building organiza- 
tion. According to Mr. Kelly, all 
the homes could be Anished by 
the end of 1948, if the City gives 
the go-ahead signal this month 
and some would be ready for 
occupancy by early summer. 

The planning for the proposed 
site has already been completed 
by Willard F. Pratt, City En- 
gineer. The latter has incorpor- 
ated the most advanced features 
of modern land planning in this 
site lay-out, with particular em- 
phasis having been .placed on 
doing away with traffic hazards 
for children, and locating the 
home in a manner to obtain a 
maximum of variety and con- 
venience. A school and shopping 
center will be easily accessible to 
all parts of the development. 

The proposed homes will have 
three bed-rooms, living-room, 
kitchen, dinette and a utility room 
that will contain the heating unit. 
With respect to the latter, all the 
homes will be heated radiantly 
from hot water running through 
copper tubing laced in the fioor. 
Radiant heat, which has been 
called the most exciting develop- 
ment in heating for generations, 
affects the walls and floors first, 
and then by radiation heats ob- 
jects, the intervening air remain- 
ing moist and inoppressive. Un- 
iformity of radiant heat prevents 
the constant displacement of hot 
air by cold, known as “Connection 
currents” or drafts. 

The houses will be of conven- 
tional construction —not prefabri- 
cated— and will rest on a full- 
sized reinforced concreate slab 
built on a fill of gravel to a depth 
below the frost-line and enclosed 
by a reinforced concrete wall, also 
built below the frost-line. 

It is also planned that the new 
homes— which can be bought with 
no down payment for as little 
as approximately $45.00 a month 
plus local real estate taxes — will 
be equipped with such added fea- 
tures as Venetian blinds, initialled 
window shutters, window boxes, 
door-knocker chimes, built-in 
ironing board, and fiuorescent 
lighting in the kitchen. All will 
be equipped with standard fix- 
tures such as complete kitchen 
cabinets, bath tub and shower, 
ample closets and four inches of 
rock wool insulation. 

The exhibit also points out the 
savings home buyers achieve 
through income tax deductions. 
Inasmuch as both interest a»d 
local real estate taxes are deduct- 
ible items, home buyers realize 
a net savings of from *8 to $10 
a month on their federal income 
tax obligations.

1944 building plan made by the 
School Committee. Dr. Ander- 
son explained this plan In de- 
tail, pointing out that many 
schools that were not only in- 
adequate but actually dangerous 
ten years a^o, in 1937, are still 
In use. The 1944 plan included 
the building of new schools 
away from heavily travelled 
streets wherever possible, the 
equalization of school districts, 
the relocation and building of 
an additional Junior High School 
and the conversion of the Weeks 
Junior High into a second Sen- 
ior High School. Two new fac- 
tors have entered the picture 
since 1944, according to Dr. An- 
derson. These are the increased 
kindergarten enrollments, neces- 
sitating additional first and 
second grade classes; and the 
building of new homes near 
schools that are already crowded 
to capacity. Dr. Anderson cited 
the case of the Franklin School, 
which now needs four additional 
classrooms. This would not take 
into consideration the increase 
in enrollment that would result 
from the building of 114 new 
homes in the district (this many 
building permits have been is- 
sued). Many other schools are 
already filled to capacity, in 
eluding the Mason, Rice (built 
in 1863), Williams, Hyde, Ward, 
and Oak Hill. 

Dr. Anderson pointed out that 
during the war no building or 
other city improvements could 
take place. But instead of pil- 
ing up a surplus for future use, 
the city administration lowered 
the tax rate. Thus no funds 
are on hand and a new financ- 
ing program must be under- 
taken. Dr. Anderson estimated 
that the entire school building 
program would cost about $4,- 
000,000 with a possible 10 per 
cent variation up or down. This 
sum might be reduced by the 
sale of old school buildings and 
sites. A saving to the city would 
be effected not only by a re- 
duction in maintenance costs by 
the use of fewer and more eco- 
nomically constructed school 
buildings, but also by the financ- 
ing of the project as a unit, and 
not step by step. The cost to 
the taxpayer for the entire pro- 
gram, financed over a 20-year 
period , is estimated at a little 
less than $2 per thousand. 

Dr. Anderson said that the 
School Committee has presented 
all the facts and estimates of 
cost of the School Program to 
the Long-Range Planning Com- 
mittee. It is the duty of PTA 
members, said* Dr. Anderson, to 
let the Planning Committee and 
the mayor and the Board of 
Aldermen know that they, the 
citizens, are willing to spend 
more in taxes, if necessary, in 
order to have an adequate and 
safe school plant for our chil- 
dren. 

Mr. Clyde Casady, Alderman- 
elect from Ward 6, urged PTA 
members tp work toward get- 
ting the facts before all organ- 
izations in the various villages, 
including Improvement Associa- 
tions, Women’s Clubs, and the 
League of Women Voters. 

Desire for immediate action 
was expressed by several indi- 
vidual parents attending the 
meeting. One in particular ask- 
ed if the city was waiting for 
another Cocoanut Grove disas- 
ter in Newton before something 
was done about the firetraps we 
are now permitting our children 
to remain in day after day. 

The PTA Council elected two 
members to the Council Nomi- 
nating Committee: Mr. Julius 
Kohler, of the Underwood 
School, and Mrs. Albert C. Walk- 
er, of the Hyde School. These 
are in addition to the two mem-

GEORGE W. SWEET 


“I seem to have spent most of 
my life working and traveling," 
says George W. Sweet of 194 
Hobart road, Chestunt Hill. 

Although Mr. Sweet is known 
to many in Newton, a civic job he 
has undertaken without pay may 
have a great impact on the wel- 
fare of every individual in our 
city. Mr. Sweet is chairman of 
the Newton Planning Board, ap- 
pointed by Mayor Paul Goddard. 
This Board is preparing a rec- 
ommendation of our first long

range planning group for capital 
expenditures. Its adoption or 
rejection is up to the Mayor and 
the Board of Aldermen. And 
whatever they decide about the 
report will have its effect on 
Newton’s tax rate and valuation 
of property. 

Mr. Sweet is an easy person to 
see, either at his home or at 
the main office of the Newton 
National Bank of which he is 
president. It takes only a brief 
talk to reveal him as a man of 
thoroughness and initiative— an 
exceedingly rare combination of 
qualities. He is quiet and ob- 
servant. His voice is low pitched. 
His hands make few and con- 
trolled gestures, even when 
lighting a cigarette. His white 
hair, his ruddy skin, his brown 
eyes behind shining glasses, his 
choice conservative gray or blue 
suits add to create an appear- 
ance of distinction. 

Inquiring into early life, we 
learned that he was born Geogre 
Corey Sweet of English-Welsh 
descent in Owego, Erie County, 
N. Y. t and was graduated from 
Owego Academy. But at seven 
he made up his mind to change 
his middle name to Worthington, 
the name of his favorite uncle. 
And as George W. Sweet he is 
now known legally. Reminis- 
cing, he also said: "John D. 
Rockefeller was also born in 
Owego. I saw him frequently 
when he came for summer vaca- 
tions." 

The Sweet combination of 
travel and work may be judged 
a formula for success, when you 
delve into his many careers. 
George Sweet’s first job was sec- 
retary of the Champion Wagon 
Co., motor truck maufacturers. 
He rose to be general manager 
by 1917 when he entered the 
war as captain in the Ordnance 
Department. Discharged as 
major at the war’s end, he re- 
turned home and became affili- 
ated with the Studebaker Cor- 
poration. For awhile he was its 
sales manager. He visited every 
large U. S. city many»times, as 
well as many places in South 
America, Europe and England. 


Then he left to become distribu- 
tor of Studebaker cars for New 
England. So 1926 brought him 
to Newton. 

This automobile business ex- 
panded until Mr. Sweet had six 
companies distributing different 
makes of cars from Boston to 
Buffalo. Thus he became one of 
the largest automobile distribu- 
tors in the country. But ill health 
brought a desire to contract this 
business. So at present he re- 
tains only the automobile agency 
in Buffalo. 

In 1928 he was among a group 
of men organizing the Newton 
National Bank. History repealed 
itself here as he again rose in 
rank and responsibility until to- 
day he serves as president: The 
bank's first office is at 384 Centre 
street, Newton Corner. Due to 
urgent demands of merchants 
and others, branch offices have 
been established in Newtonville 
and Newton Centre. 

When World War II began, 
George Sweet was urged to ac- 
cept a commission. Due to an 
ear injury from the previous 
war he could not pass the phy- 
sical examination. Instead, he 
was persuaded to become Chief 
of the Tank branch of the Boston 
Ordnance District. Later he rose 
to be Executive Officer of the 
District. And for both jobs well 
done he holds citations. 

Even Mr. Sweet’s hobbies are 
enjoyed with thoroughness. Pho- 
tography is a year-round enthu- 
siasm. "I’ve taken all types of 
black and white as well as color 
pictures. In the basement,” he 
says, "I set up a complete dark 
room and enlarging outfit. Then 
I’ve studied and collected Orient- 
al rugs.” 

"And do you have a favorite 
among the Persian Orientals?’’ 

It took him only a moment to 
reply. "Yes, Feraghans because 
of the rich design and fine 
weave." 

"Are you a sportsman also?” 

"Hmm, I like to fish for trout 
and salmon,” he said enthusias- 
tically. "I go down East to 
Maine three times a year. That’s 
the only time I try my hand at 
cooking, though I like all kinds 
of food. You might call me only 
an outdoor cook!” 

"And are you a joiner of 
clubs?” 

He gave a quick smile. "Oh, 
yes!” Then he told of belonging 
to Brae Bum Country Club, the 
Neighbors Club of Newton Cen- 
tre, the Newton Rotary Club, the 
Newton Anglers Club, the Bos- 
ton Real Estate Board, The So- 
ciety of Automotive Engineers, 
the Advisory Board to the Ord- 
nance District Chief. In addition 
Mr. Sweet is a director of the 
Boston Army Ordnance Associa- 
tion, the Newton Chamber of 
Commerce and Chairman of the 
Newton Planning Board. Which 
brings us back, full circle, to 
the importance of the last-named 
job he is doing for our city. 

"Who else is on the Newton 
Planning Board?” I asked. 

"Mayor Goddard appointed the 
members for 3-year terms. The 
others are John Kellar, Stanley 
P. Lovell, Thomas R. King and 
Harold Buse. Willard Pratt, city 
engineer, serves as . clerk. Har 
old Young, street commissioner, 
is the other ex-officio member. 
We meet at no stated time — often 
three evenings a week. The idea 
is to make a 6-year plan but to 
allow for small changes each 
year as conditions vary. To my

Salmon Loaf 

1 No. 1 can salmon 1 tsp. salt 

1/3 cup milk Few grains cayenne 

2/3 cup soft bread crumbs 1 tbs. lemon juice 
1 tbs. chopped parsley 2 eggs 

Drain the oil from the fi§h; remove skin and bones; sep- 
arate into fine -flakes. Cook the bread crumbs in the milk for 
5 minutes; stir in the unbeaten eggs, the seasonings and the fish. 
Turn into a buttered loaf pan lined on the bottom with heavy 
waxed papfer or into a buttered mold. Steam for 1 hour or bake 
in a pan of hot water in a moderate oven (350 to 375 degrees) 
until firm in the center (about 40 minutes). Serve with parsley 
sauce or egg sauce.

Planned Parenthood 
Petition Gets 296S 
Signatures Here 

— o — 

Newton contributed 2,969 sig- 
natures to the Initiative Petition 
to amend the general laws of 
ihe state to allow medical rights 
sponsored by the Planned Parent- 
hood League of Massachusetts. 
The petition was filed on Tues- 
day, December 2, with the Secre- 
tary of the Commonwealth and 
contained a grand total of 
80,180 names of voting citizens 
from 260 Massachusetts towns. 

According to veteran state 
employees this number of sig- 
natures was unprecedented for 
any previous Initiative Petition 
and almost double the number of 
signatures obtained on a simi- 
lar petition in 1940. 

Newton placed fourth among 
the cities participating in the 
number of certified signatures 
and Middlesex was first among 
the counties with 23,268 names. 
This number represents 29 per 
cent of the state wide total, 
nibre than the sum of the next 
two counties added together. 

With four times the necessary 
number of signatures, the filing 
of this Initiative Petition at 
this time ensures that the State 
Legislature will take up the pro- 
posed amendment • favoring 
planned parenthood after the 
General Court convenes in Jan- 
uary. If the legislature does not 
pass the measure, the League 
must collect 5,000 additional sig- 
natures during the summer in 
order that it may be placed on 
the November, 1948 ballot in the 
state election.

Mr. John H. Walah, President 
of the Boston and Middlesex 
Street Railway Company, told 
members, of .the .Newton .Ki- 
wanli Club of the problems that 
mount dally, while operating 145 
passenger buses over 180 route 
miles In , 18 cities and towns, 
dally, during the Club's meet- 
ing, at the Y.M.C.A. Wednes- 
day. 

The M. and B. Street Railway 
Company was organized In 
1886, Mr. Walsh said, electrified 
in 1890 and began the operation 
of buses in 1924. The main of- 
fices of the company are located 
on Washington street, Newton- 
villc. The buses are operated 
from five Divisions and all main 
repairs, seventy-five per cent of 
them, are made in the Waltham 
yards— the former central 'Car- 
barn.' Purchases are also made 
from this point, all of the pur- 
chases made locally, in the areas 
served by the M. and B. System. 

With costs increasing, the ten 
cent fare will not be Increased, 
Mr. Walsh continued, although 
in the case of employees alone, 
wages have been increased from 
72 cents per hour in 1940 to the 
current rate of 1.27 per hour. 
In addition, Mr. Walsh added, 
the Company also provides Blue 
Cross protection, one new uni- 
form a year and two weeks va- 
cation for its employees. All 
of them are excellent drivers, 
he declared, and safely trans- 
port 19 million passengers to 
their various destinations annu- 
ally. 

"The buses use over a million 
gallons of gasoline yearly, a 
$40,000 stock of repair parts is 
always at hand and the Com- 
pany pays more than $4000 for 
excise taxes in Newton a year. 
A few of the older buses have 
rolled up almost unbelievable 
mileage. One registering 840,000 
miles and another 860,000. They 
were renewed mechanically sev- 
eral times. The average bus 
travels 50,000 miles every year. 
Checked by mechanics every two 
months, each bus is completely 
overhauled when the mileage 
checks in at 125,000 on the speed- 
ometer. The cost of an overhaul 
amounts to $1000, Tires are fur- 
nished by the B. F. Goodrich 
Rubber Co. and paid for on a 
mileage basis. Anti freeze is 
not used in buses. The buses 
roll up 320,000 miles per month 
and in the winter, the Weather 
Bureau is contacted several 
times each day and chains put 
on when reports indicate snow. 
In 1947 22 new buses were pur- 
chased with buses obtained from 
other lines bringing the total to 
44 and all of the old ones will 
be replaced by 1948.

Rev. Dr. Dabney to 
Lecture in Hawaii 
And Japan Univ. 

The Rev. Dr. Vaughn Dabney 
of Newton, dean of Andover New- 
ton Theological School, oldest 
Baptist and Congregational semi- 
naries in the United States and 
formerly pastor of Second Church 
Congregational, Dorchester, will 
leave Boston Dec. 29 for two 
months lecturing in Hawaii and 
several months in Japan at the 
famous Doshisha University. 
He will be accompanied by Mrs. 
Dabney. 

The Doshisha University, com- 
parable to Japan as Harvard is to 
the United States, was founded 
by Joseph Hardy Neeslma, An- 
dover Seminary graduate, who 
was ordained at the Mt. Vernon 
Church, Boston, in 1874. 

Neesima was one of the first 
Japanese Christian evangelists. 
He smuggled himself aboard a 
vessel in Japan and came to the 
United States as a stowaway. 
The ship rounded Cape Cod and 
headed into Boston as President 
Lincoln . was assassinated. A 
wealthy Bostonian took an in- 
terest in the Japanese youth and 
paid his college education. 

Dr. Dabney will spend consider- 
able time in ministerial con- 
ferences in the Pacific and Orient 
studying the work of the pioneer 
Andover missionaries. 

In connection with his appoint- 
ment as a special Hyde lecturer 
on Missions, which will take him 
on the above tour. Dr. Dabney 
was tendered a testimonial lunch- 
eon on Monday, Dec. 8 at the Old 
South Church, Copley square, at 
V2:15. 

The main speaker at the lunch- 
eon was the Rev. Dr. Rockwell 
Harmon Potter, formerly dean 
of the Hartford Seminary at 
Hartford, Conn., and moderator 
of the Congregational National 
Council.

Dr. M. Russell Boynton, presi- 
dent of the Andover trustees; the 
Rev. Dr. Everett C. Harrick, 
president emeritus of Andover 
Newton; the Rev. Dr. Robert Coe, 
of Brookline; the Rev. Dr. Har 
old W. Tribble, president of An- 
dover Newton: and Miss Alice 
C ary. Japan secretary of the 
American Board of Foreign Mis- 
sions.

This evening, in First Church 
of Christ. Scientist, Newtonville, 
Mrs. Ernestine M. Kyle, Second 
Reader, introduced the lecturer , 
to a large audience, as follows: | 
Friends: It is a great pleasure i 
to welcome you to this lecture. ' 
The ceaseless yearning of all 
mankind is to find the way of 
peace. The world today needs the 
healing thoughts of spiritual 
Truth. 

The Scriptures show us that 
Jesus was the most spiritually | 
minded man ever known and at 
the same time, the most practi- j 
cal. His great healing work was j 
accomplished through a scien- j 
tific understanding of God, div- ! 
ine Mind. We are admonished j 
Jn Phil. 2:5 to: “Let this Mind | 
be in you, which was also in j 
Christ Jesus.” 

Christian Science has come to 
teach us that the infinite power 
and perfection of the divine 
Mind are ever present and bring 
liberation from all the erroneous 
impressions of mortal mind. 

Our lecturer this evening is t 
eminently fitted to explain this j 
subject. It is my happy privilege j 
to introduce to you Mr. George , 
Channing. 


You and 1, who have come upon 
this present period of the world’s 
history as participants in its unfold* 
ment. are, or should be, little sur- 
prised that a great New England ; 
woman, whose spiritual status en- 
abled her to be God's messenger to 
this age, has reminded humanity , 
clearly and definitely that “the time 
for thinkers has come” (Science and 
Health, vil: 13). In the world of 
our time, the demand, or insistent 
desire, of men is for these three 
things: namely, security, health, 
and love, and for the intelligence 
which supplies this demand. The 
human mind, so-called, is baffled. 
Its reputed intelligence promises 
so much but yields so little that 
seems reliable, satisfactory and 
permanent. That Is why thinkers 
are needed, and the time is ripe 
for their coming. For none would 
deny that true intelligence, perfect 
and incapable of error, can solve 
any problem, can unfold the health, 
security, and love which our times 
are demanding. Manifestly, then, 
the need of humanity is for in- 
creasing capacity to discern, out- 
side the limitations of human 
thought, the presence here and now 
of true and perfect intelligence and 
to understand the availability of 
such intelligence to meet the de- 
mand of the timeB. 

In such understanding, consci- 
ously and unconsciously pursued, 
Is the sum and substance of hu- 
manity’s long-time search for God 
— a search which Christian Science 
has crowned with success through 
revealing that true intelligence, the 
perfect, divine Mind, is Deity itself, 
expressed in that intelligence which 
is the primal and eternal quality of 
God. This achievement places the 
Discoverer and Founder of Chris- 
tian Science, the humble, God-lov- 
ing, undaunted Mrs. Eddy at the 
head of the march in this age of 
true thinkers whose time, she made 
plain, is here. 

WE GET WHAT WE LOVE 

The way of true thinking is the 
way of right desire. It ultimates 
in the revelation to human con- 
sciousness of divine intelligence, 
or God, and the manifestation of 
the effects of God, which include 
love, health, and security. If, there- 
fore, humanity is today being com- 
pelled to examine its desires, to 
subhiit its affections to be molded 
by wisdom, humanity is on the high- 
road to true attainment. 

“Desire.” says Mrs. Eddy, “is 
prayer,” (Science and Health, 1: 
11). and she says it out of the 
fullness of her understanding that 
prayer is answered. She knew that 
in a very profound sense our ex- 
e is determined by what we 
love — determined, if we love God, 
in terms of harmony or of complete 
dominion over all inharmony that 
may seem to^ appear to us. Remem- 
ber the French proverb which, 
catching a glimpse of this fact, 
warns and at the same time prom- 
ises: “Be careful what you set 
your heart upon, for you will surely 
get it” Remember, more impor- 
tantly, the Scriptural admonition: 
“Keep thy heart with all diligence; 
for out of it are the issues of life.” 
(Proverbs 4:23), and also the Mas- 
ter Christian’s co-ordination of ex- 
perience with affection when he 
said, ”... where your treasure is, 
there will your heart be also” (Mat- 
thew 6:21). Remember, too, the re- 
markable summing up of this 
truth by Mary Baker Eddy, already 
referred to here, whose textbook 
“■Science and Health with Kev to 
the Scriptures” admonishes: Hold 
thought steadfastly to the endur- 
ing, the good, and the true, and 
you will bring these into your ex- 
perience proportionably to their 
occupancy of your thoughts” (p. 
261:4-7). 

When Christian Science presents 
God as the one intelligence and 
focuses attention on rm»n as the 
reflection of God, and the good that 
becomes manifest therefrom, it pre- 
sents no archaic notion of religion, 
no false piety, no technical the- 
ology. It presents the living, vital 
t ruth which is Justified by its ef- 
fects in terms of unfailing good. 
It presents a full view of God and 
His man. including the universe, a 
view which is remarkably new only 
because it is remarkably complete. 

INTELLIGENCE IS DIVINE 

Intelligence as has already been 
wild here, Is divine. Nothing short 
of perfect intelligence can make a 
universe or hold it together. And 
nothing short of divinity can be 
perfect. The perfection of divinity 
is its completeness; and complete- 
ness means infinitude. Could in- 
telligence be reliable which asserts 
its ability to be honest but not to 
be Just, to be merciful but not to 
be wise- t^ould UUeyjjenc§ be able 


to save from sin and at the same 
time stand helpless before the rav- 
ages of disease? Could It make 
men shrewd and smart and cun- 
ning to the point of developing 
j-eflned means for exterminating 
their fellowmen and themselves un- 
der the contradictory Justification 
that Intelligence demands it? The 
answer to these questions is ob- 
viously “No.” It is a false sense 
of intelligence that answers other- 
wise— a mortal mirage supported 
by the illusive physical senses 
whereby the humnn mind is de- 
luded into the notion that life 
flowers only to decay, that life 
must develop from nothing to 
greatness, only to decline from 
greatness to nothing and the grave. 

. MORTAL GREATNESS A 
MIRAGE 

What a mirage Is the greatness 
thus developed! Fattened for 
slaughter, so to speak! Built up in 
stature to become a larger morsel 
for that which devours! No won- 
der the human mind is fleeing the 
wrath of its own nature, seeking 
firmer foundations outside itself. 
Limited by its own educational 
systems, devoted to the proud hu- 
man Intellect whose refinements 
acknowledge and insist upon the 
assumption of destruction, human 
thought Is nevertheless emerging 
today to a greater hope of salva- 
tion than it can ever give itself. 

I am not here condemning educa- 
tional systems. Educational sys- 
tems have a function to serve. 
“Academics of the right sort are 
requisite” (Science and Health, p. 
195: 19), says Mrs. Eddy. The 
truth is that In so far as educa- 
tional systems assert and accept 
the reality of human sense, they 
are contributing to the refinement 
of human sense to the point where 
its nothingness is exposed. And at 
that point it Is replaced by divine 
Intelligence — perfect and Infinite 
Mind — to which heaven itself ap- 
pears. 

This infinite Mind Is God. Be- 
cause it is infinite, it is perfect 
It is synonymous with Love that 
is infinite and perfect; with Prin- 
ciple that is infinite and perfect: 
with Life. Spirit, Soul. Truth, in its 
infinite and perfect nature. For 
each of these terms, all of them 
used In the Christian Science text- 
book as synonyms for God, de- 
scribes and includes the character- 
istics of the others. Mind, let us 
remember, is complete. Its com- 
pleteness identifies it with Love, 
tor that which is less than Love 
is self-diwtructive, while God, Mind, 

Is self-sustained. Its completeness 
identifies it with Principle, for that 
which Is less than Principle is in- 
adequate to be the source of all. 
Its completeness identifies it with 
Life, for that which is less than 
Life is not living; with Spirit, for 
less than Spirit is matter, subject 
to decay; with Soul, for less than 
Soul is a limited sense ; with Truth, 
for less th*an Truth is false. 

DIVINE MIND’S UNIVERSE 
PERFECT 

This divine Mind which sees, 
conceives, and understands In 
terms of completeness Is aware 
only of the universe of its own 
creating. Imperfect, it could not 
exist itself; and existing, it con- 
ceives.— that is, creates, in the na- 
j ture, image, or idea, of perfection. 
Is there any evidence of this cre- 
ation? Yes, in the fact that the 
universe survives. In the fact that 
Life is, and the universe, including 
man, is its expression. If the so- 
called mortal mind, which claims 
to see, conceive, and know in terms 
of incompleteness and self-contra- 
diction, had ever projected a uni- 
verse, the inherently suicidal, self- 
destructive nature of that so-called 
mind would have destroyed that 
universe in the making. Is there no 
significance in the appearance that 
the material universe includes the 
element of destruction? Can con- 
sciousness be aware of existence 
and also of non-existence? Can it 
know its own death if the very 
ability to know, to understand, is 
a faculty of Life, not death? In- 
deed, can there be any conscious- 
ness of unconsciousness? Can there 
be any reality in that which is im- 
possible? 

If existence must be perfect in 
order to be (and perfect existence 
entertains no contradictions of it- 
self — no sense of non-existence), 
then perfect existence is real, and 
the Mind which conceives it is 
eternal. And this Mind is the in- 
finite, divine intelligence which Is 
reflected by man. It has no kinship 
with mortality, nor with concep- 
tions or conclusions based on mor- ' 
tal premises. It is the center and 
circumference of being, which ex- 
presses its own unta-nished nature 
in the universe It creates. It gives 
forth its own manifestation in 
terms of holy, indestructible qual- 
ities which '’onsfitute the eternal 
man. It blots out by Its presence 
all illusion of imperfection, for, 
being infinite, it leaves no room 
for aught that if ret Included in 
its perfect prejen^j. 

TRUE IDEAS HAVE POWER 

From the div*.v\ perfect Mind, 
the foundation of all, proceed true 
spiritual ideas f thejc ideas were 
abstract, unavailable to humanity, 
and without practical effect, it 
*ould be useless to devote our- 
selves to considering the nature 
of the truths of Christian Science. 
But experience has proved them to 
have holy pov». . Utilisation of 
them, in the degree ihat they are 
understood and truly accepted, has 
borne unfailing fri 't in terms of 
the redemption of mortals from 
the destructive tyranny of the mind 
of mortals. And the present proof 
of their power, in the experience 
of hosts of men and women, con- 
firms the Biblical assurance of 
complete salvation from sin. sick- 
ness and death. Nor would that 
compassionate, unselfish, deeply 
spiritual woman, who discovered 
Christian Science, ever have been 
able to check the ignorant march 
of mankind toward the unhappy 
goals of human thought— ever have 
been able to found, or have desired 
to found, The Church of Christ, 
Scientist, comprised in The Mother 
Church in Boston and Its branches 
throughout the civilised world, if 
these spiritual Ideas, divinely re- 
vealed to her, had not proved their 
efficacy In terms of spiritually in- 
telligent living. 

Therefore, I Invite our attention 
here on this occasion to divinely 
spiritual ideas. For, the effect of 
these ideas, entertained in thought 
gs real and true, is the fulfill- 
ment of our fondest hopes for vic- 
tory over evil, for deliverance from 
the mercilessness of motral illu- 
sions. In other words, I Invite our 
etiention to the Christ, for the

I the human consciousness to dls- 
| place and destroy the errors of 
mortal sense, is the Christ It is 
the Christ because It heals and 
saves, making “wise unto salva- 
tion” ((II Timothy 3:15), to use the 
Apostles’ phrase. It Is the activity 
of the divine Mind with which 
Christ Jesus was endowed— Jesus, 
our great Example, who knew God 
as his father, and saw and per- 
ceived as real only the universe 
; which God. divine Mind, conceives, 
and who lived and had his being 
consciously In that universe. Be- 
cause Mind sees and is aware of 
Its own manifestations exclusively, 
Christ Jesus, whose Mind was God. 
so acknowledged and utilised by 
him, did not see as real the uni- 
verse which Is the seeming mani- 
festation of so called mortal mind.

The faithful Mnry, tread- 
ing her day-break path to the tomb 
where Jesus was laid, yearning to 
see the Christ, with which, she 
knew, the mentality of Jesus was

JESUS SAW SPIRITUAL FACTS 

Jesus saw the eternal spiritual 
facts. They were Indigenous to his 
nature, and he so recognized them. 
ThiB made him wise. It identified j 
his thought v/holly and exclusively 
with Truth and thus marked him 
as the most intelligent man who 
ever trod this globe. All his thought I 
or consciousness proceeded from 
the divine and perfect Mind. The 
result of this intelligence was that 
reality was ever before his gaze 
and unreality never had a chance 
to be supposed by him to be true. 
Wars and rumors of wars, sin, 
sickness, and death, hatred, malice, 
and sorrow were unable to limit 
or disturb his awareness of the 
perfect qualities of the divine Mind 
he reflected, nor to interfere with 
his demonstration of the presence 
of the consciousness of harmony. 
Unable to impress him, the illu- 
sions of evil were simply, to his 
consciousness, false; and his un- 
derstanding of their falsity, through 
his beholding # of divine reality, 
wiped out the 'appearance of their 
existence for those who sought his 
help. Is not this the intelligence 
for which humanity is pleading, 
which you and I are needing, and 
which, in a word, is the demand of 
the times? Is it not the infinite, 
divine intelligence which is Love, 
reflected in that love, which is the 
most needed and yearned for thing 
in the world — love that is so true 
that it erases the unloved qualities 
of so-called, mortal man and recog- 
nizes and exalts the true man as 
both lovable and loving. Consider 
the Mind which was reflected by 
Jesus, unfolding its ineffable love 
for his human disciples; and, in 
his contacts with his disciples, ex- 
emplifying the effectiveness of di- 
vine Love’s activity, healing and 
saving mankind. Consider the* case 
of Thomas, that doubting disciple. 
Here was one of the twelve, who, 
like the others, had enjoyed the 
friendship .of Jesus, had listened 
to his incontrovertible explanations 
of the indestructibility of divine 
Life which Jesus embodied, and 
which is expressed by every indi- 
vidual aware of his own spiritual 
status. Here was one who had not 
only hearcL these explanations but 
had seen mem practically applied 
by Jesus in the restoration of the 
sense of life to individuals, who 
mortal sense had said, were dead, 
and in the erasure from the thought 
of the onlookers of their accept- 
ance of the notion that that par- 
ticular individual had died. Yet, 
Thomas when he, shortly after the 
murderous assault upon Jesus, 
known as the crucifixion, saw Jesus 
walking and heard him talking, 
failed to discern the gioriouB fact 
that Life, the divine Life which 
Jesus was conscious of expressing, 
had not been destroyed. In this 
failure he refused acknowledgment 
of the one fact which made his 
Master's mission a success* Yet, 
Jesus loved him even at that mo- 
ment. He loved him so much, in- 
deed, that he permitted him to see 
the risen Lord— permitted him to 
Bee in ttie way ids dull senses 
could at thut moment comprehend 
—permitted him to identify what 
Thomas' clouded huran sense saw 
only as a fleshly Jesus through the 
wounds in the hands where the 
nails had pierced and the hollow la 
the side where the spear was 
thrust. 

LOVE NEVER WITHHOLDS 

Thomas wanted o see the Christ. 
His desire wus right. Jesus knew 
that. So he let Thomas see, in the 
way Thomas could. He let him 
see the Christ, or rather the evi- 
dence in the flesh that Jesus, in 
overcoming death, had demonstrat- 
ed the Ciuijl, the spiritual qf 


glorious amazement and apprecia- 
tion at the point where human 
sense yields to spiritual Truth and 
the infinite evidence it supplies. 
She had her reward in the evalta- 
tion of her own life to the realiza- 
tion that her immediate need was 
consciously met. Thomas, with less 
spiritual desire and therefore less 
spiritual discernment, but never- 
theless with some spiritual desire, 
also had his reward in the improve- 
ment of his sense of life to the 
realization that Jiis immediate need 
was met. It is important to note 
that the experience of the faithful 
Mary and of doubting Thomas left 
neither where it found them. Each [ 
progressed in spiritual discernment, 
true intelligence, from his pres- 
ent standpoint of thought; Mary 
crying out in the immediacy of 
spiritual recognition; “'Rabboni’; 
which is to say, Master” (John 
20:16); and Thomas, in penitent 
appreciation for the patience of his 
Lord, capitulating with the ac- 
knowledgment, “My Lord and my 
God” (John 20:28). Thomas needed 
to grow to the point where material 
sense did not Beem to dominate 
him and thus contribute to his ac- 
ceptance of the Illusion that he 
saw the Christ materially. But the 
fact remains that he saw the 
Christ, because his honest desire 
found response from Love. And he 
doubtless learned much from the 
loving rebuke from the Master 

. . . because thou hast seen me, 
thou hast believed: blessed are 
they that have not seen, and yet 
have believed” (John 20:29). 

LET NO ONE DESPAIR 

In the light of this narrative let 
no one despair whose heart is sin- 
cere, even though the light seems 
slow in coming. You and I, like 
Thomas, see and feel the love of 
God for us, the love of the divine 
Father for his spiritual child; and 
you and I, perhaps like Thomas, 
need to grow to the point where 
material sense does not deceive us 
into accepting the illusion that 
health and harmony come from mat- 
ter. God gives us nourishment, se- 
curity, health, and harmony. Oh, 
may our hearts be so filled with the 
desire to know God and to express 
our spiritual at-one-ment with Him 
that we never lose the sense of 
nourishment, security, health, and 
harmony, but only the illusion that 
these are material. For the since 
desire for spiritual Truth is re- 
warded in whatever way our honest 
desire can appreciate the spiritual 
consciousness of good. May we al- 
ways uae the spiritual understand- 
ing which recognizes it as the 
consciousness of good, spiritually 
and eternally indestructible. May 
we come out from among material 
sense and be separate from the 
fear that good is physical, there- 
fore limited and subject to with- 
drawal from man. May we have 
tin wisdom to know God, divine 
Mind, ub the one controlling in- 
fluence over our thought and our 
lives, and the intelligence to iden- 
tify ourselves with His qualities, 
thus improving human experience 
until it is educated out of itself, 
swallowed up, or displaced, by the 
uninterrupted spiritual sense of 
God’s eternapgood. May wo, even 
when senso says we doubt, like 
Thomas— may we at least desire 
tiie Christ with the honesty of 
Thomas and thus, through Cbrist’B 
loving response, progress to the 
alertness of Mury, to the conscious 
identification of ourselves with all 
that expresses the infinite Mind 
that is also Truth and Love. 

LIGHT ON HOW TO LOVE 

Perhaps, at this point, someone 
will still feel prompted to say: 

"This is a beautiful »LMWtt«ut, but 


how can it bo used? What prac- 
tical approach to using it can I 
make in the clashes, disappoint- 
ments, and limitations that accom- 
pany the dally grind of my life? I 
know that love Is a demand of the 
times. I do not need to be per- 
suaded to love, but I do need light 
on how to love.” My friend, you are 
not alone In your query. We all 
need light on how to love, and 
Christian Science gives that light, 
explaining In Its text book, already 
mentioned in this lecture, the steps 
that show us victorious. First, and 
immediately effective, is the desire 
to love. We must purify our de- 
sire and make it unselfish and spir- 
itual. Keeping the desire active In 
thought Improves the desire and 
brings It to fulfillment. Next, and 
overwhelmingly Important, is the 
model before our thought, for all 
of us, consciously or unconsciously, 
work toward thought models and 
we bring out In ourselves the 
nature of the model. Therefore, 
my friend, let our model be per- 
fect. Keep God before the thought, 
and the conscious activity which 
expresses God’s presence. Know 
the nature of God as infinite Love. 
The Christian Science textbook 
helps us to the true conception, 
and our reason, intuition, and ex- 
perience confirm its truth. Look 
at our model continually. See di- 
vine Love in its impartial, Intelli- 
gent, generous, unselfish, tender, 
compassionate, purifying aspect. 
Rejoice In our Improving ability to 
see our model more plainly and we 
shall presently be rejoicing in the 
evidences of love In ourselves, and 
the effects of Love, such as secur- 
ity and health In our experience. 
The activity of divine Love in us 
ir, let me say it again, the manifes- 
tation of the Christ. It reveals our 
sonship to God. It dispels in our 
thought the 'illusion of its absence, 
until we are conscious of its occu- 
pancy of the whole of our mentality. 

The Mind which Jesus mani- 
fested was God, and that manifes- 
tation of God. healing, saving, ban- 
ishing the notion that there is any 
other mind, Is, as we have said, the 
Christ. This Christ is the true 
model of man, expressing the pres- 
ence of God. Let it be your model, 
my friend, for it is natural to you. 

It will bring out your individuality 
— what it is in you that makes you, 
you. It will lead to self-discovery — 
your individual status as the child 
of God— and will reveal to you your 
talent for expressing true being, 
thus making manifest in daily ex- 
perience your resourcefulness, wis- 
dom, security, health, and love — in 
a word, your Job. 

DIVINE INTELLIGENCE 
REVEALS HEALTH 

In view of what has been said 
here, identifying spiritual love as 
the demand of the times, something 
should be said also about the health 
of mankind. For, Just as surely as 
Christian Science teaches and dem- 
onstrates that true intelligence is 
divine Love (from which the ex- 
pression of spiritual love proceeds), 
it proves that true intelligence is 
the antidote for disease. God, di- 
vine Mind, is true intelligence. He 
neither knows nor permits disease, 
nor is He deceived into the notion 
that disease exists. Disease ex- 
presses the mortal supposition of a 
lack of ease, on a condition of in- 
completeness or lack of wholeness. 
That which 1 b whole (the Anglo- 
Saxon tongue calls it hale) is 
healthy. God is whole. If He were 
not so, He would not be God. If He 
were impaired, deficient, or, in a 
word, diseased, neither He nor the 
universe would exist. For, the uni- 
verse is, as is taught and revealed 
In Christian Science, as Is being 
explained In this lecture, as has 
been and is being demonstrated by 
a host of men and women, and is 
open to demonstration at all times 
by you and me— the universe Is 
the manifestation, or idea, of per- 
fect, infinite Mind. Hence the non- 
existence of matter, for matter is 
the illusory universe conceived by 
imperfect, mortal so-called mind, 
which cannot and does not exist 
in spiritual reality, since perfect, 
divine Mind is all. Perfect Mind Is 
whole. It knows its own wholeness. 
If perfect Mind is recognized and 
utilized as the Mind of man, man 
knows his own wholeness. And this 
truth heals disease. The healing 
of disease is the healing of thought. 
It is accomplished through the dis- 
placement of whatever appears to 
be imperfect, mortal, or death-full, 
mind governing human conscious- 
ness by the immortal (wlth-no- 
death-In-it) Mind. 

CHRIi T JESUS SHOWS WAY TO 
HEALTH 

In the healing of disease, as In 
all other respects, Christ Jesus has 
set the example. He knew that the 
intelligence which knows all reality 
knows that reality is harmonious, 
holy, and diseaseless. Consequently, 
he applied this intelligence to ex- 
pose disease as an illusion. By this 
means, the most effective means of 
healing the world has ever known, 
and. In fact, the only truly success- 

method, he healed a man sick 
of the palsy so that the man not 
only rose unaided from his couch 
but walked away, carrying his 
couch as he walked. He healed 
lepers who asked his assistance, 
and sent them back presumably to 
useful lives. In the presence of 
Truth, error cannot exist. Accord- 
ingly, he healed a woman whose 
imploring thought reached his pure 
consciousness of God’s reality, 
when she touched the hem of his 
garment. He opened a blind man's 
eyes. And, in the words of Scrip- 
ture, he went about healing all 
manner of diseases among the peo- 
ple. He knew that the demand of 
his limes, just as It is the demand 
of our times, was for the effects 
of God, divine Mind, or Intelli- 
gence; but he ulso knew that man- 
kind did not recognize God as the 
cause of these effects. He deplored 
this condition, but he loved hu- 
manity. Accordingly, out of his 
great love, he helped those hearts 
that desired the Christ, even though 
the desire was ever so little, to 
feel t he power of God in their livefc. 
By his marvelous heuling of myriad 
Inharmonies of inorte* thought, he 
sought to turn men’s affections and 
allegiance to the cause of those 
healings— to God, whose presence, 
reflected by man, reveals heaven 
here and now. He is succeeding. 
The message of his mighty works 
is thundering down the ages. It has 
thundered in human consciousness 
to the arrival of that historic spir- 
itual unfoldment— the bringing to 
earth of Christian Science, the di- 
vine Comforter, promised by Jesus 
as coining to lead into all truth, 
and revealed to this age by God’s 
own messenger, the God ordained, 
spiritually minded, compassionate 
Airi- fckl'Jy- TbrougJ) tlje necessities 


of our day, men are desiring, with 
increasing intensity, the effects of 
God — expressed as love, health, se- 
curity. And through the ministry 
of Christian Science men are com- 
ing. at least in some degree, to 
understand God ns the cause of 
these effects and therefore to de- 
sire Him, to love and obey and 
give the heart’s fidelity to the in- 
finite Source of all good, the Giver 
of every good and perfect gift, the 
divine Father, who makes and 
keeps His children secure. 

SECURITY IS FROM GOD 

Having considered the nature of 
love and health, let us now consid- 
er security, the third aspect of 
the effects of God, which constitute 
the demand of the times. What is 
the human demand for security ex- 
cept a reaching out for what can 
be found only In the degree that 
God is found? Is there anything 
secure but God? What is It that 
outlasts all false opinions of man? 
What is it that remains when 
human sense has fled. Man’s se- 
curity is in God, the divine intelli- 
gence he expresses. He is anchored 
in spiritual wisdom which, un- 
touched by human will, reveals his 
daily footsteps. There Is a woman 
of my acquantance, who bereft 
of husband and seemingly of sup- 
port, looked into her own con- 
sciousness of God’s presence for 
the wisdom that was to be her se- 
curity. She recognized her indi- 
vidual talent for expressing useful- 
ness, helpfulness, service, and 
other spiritual qualities that attest 
the Immediacy of divine Mind. 
Then the mode of what was to be 
her daily activity took form in her 
thought. It led her to establish a 
business which attained large 
proportions and great usefulness, 
bearing witness to her spiritual 
recognition of her true Belfhood. 
Her life and achievement demon- 
strated in Impressive degree some 
of the happy possibilities avail- 
able to him who truly knows him- 
self and his God. 

GOOD CANNOT BE THWARTED 

Is there anything to prevent the 
spiritual demand of our times from 
finding Its fulfillment? C*n you 
and I desire and seek after divine 
intelligence, whose effects are love, 
health, and security, and be thwart- 
ed by some influence able to inter- 
fere? My friend, God is the only 
power; and God is the Mind of 
man, to be acknowledged and dem- 
onstrated. Man Is never at the 
mercy of anything outside himBelf. 

It is your privilege and mine to 
think our own thoughts, to be at 
one with the Mind that Is perfect. 
We do not need to accept notions, 
conclusions, assumptions which 
deny the reality of spiritual ideas 
which come from God. We can 
always and under all circumstances 
assert the reality and dominion of 
our divinely derived intelligence. 

If notions of mortality, limitation, 
unspirituality seem to knock at the 
gate of our consciousness, that is 
malpractice, whether seeming to 
proceed from Ignorance alone or 
from malicious intention to harm. 
And the handling of malpractice Is 
alwayB the same— the recognition 
and utilization of immortal Mind as 
the only Mind of man, thus exclud- 
ing the suggestions of evil. The 
suggestions of evil may seem to 
come often. They do no harm, but 
rather strengthen us in Truth, if 
unbelieved and completely rejected. 
They came even to the pure con- 
sciousness of Christ Jesus but he 
handled them with definiteness and 
finality, supplying us, as always, 
the perfect example. He knew 
that the handling of evil consists 
in the rejection of evil, and, ac- 
cordingly, he declared “. . . . the 
prince of this world cometh, and 
hath nothing in me” (John 14:30) 

— nothing in his mentality which is 
akin to evil and therefore able to 
believe in evil. It is only the con- 
sciousness of limitation that can 
experience limitation, the con- 
sciousness of heartbreak and lone- 
liness that can experience heart- 
break and loneliness, the con- 
sciousness of disease or death that 
can experience disease or death. 
But the only Mind is the Mind 
which is God. In the degree that 
you demonstrate that fact, you will 
find no consciousness of evil in 
you, and therefore no evil affect- 
ing your life. And, conversely, you 
will find all good apeparing. The 
Discoverer of Christian Science has 
made it plain that “the mind of the : 
individual only can produce a re- 
sult upon his body” (Christian 
Healing, 6:21-22). Let us per- 
sistently acknowledge (he only 
Mind to be divine, producing by its 
law, the results of beauty and holi- 
ness. , 

EVIL IS ALWAYS FALSE 
But how about the case where 
mortal i id seems to succeed in 
being bt..eved, and the results of 
evil seem to appear? Evil is al- 
ways false, and therefore nothing, 
and the proof of that fact can be 
unfailingly made. Christ Jesus has 
already supplied the example. He 
permitted the crucifixion, which he 
might have avoided, only to show 
mortals the way to conquer the 
seeming presence of evil. He 
proved its powerlessness. By per- 
sistent recognition of his spiritual 
being he kept his sense of selfhood 
beyond the range of mortal hatred 
to harm. Evil could not impress his 
consciousness and therefore was 
robbed of its illusion of existing* 
This is the way of victory. It is 
not the way of the escapist, if by 
that term is meant the coward who 
runs, and leaves the Bense of evil 
appearing to be something, to be 
real and capable of power. Chris- 
tian Scientists are not escapists. 
They overcome. They face the il- 
lusions of material sense with the 
spiritual sense which erases the il- 
lusions. If they walk through the 
valley of (he shadow of death, they, 
like the Psalmist, fear no evil, for 
they know that evil Is unreal to 
God and must be so to man. They 
"fight the good fight” (Miscel- 
laneous Writings, 278:6-7) by util- 
izlng the activity of spiritual truth 
to blot out the material falsehood 
which seems to hammer for admls 
slon to thought. They do not re- 
lease themselves from their so- 
called problems— run away from 
the field of battle. They set out 
with the courage of the Christ and 
the enduring weapons of divine 
warfare to prove their problems to 
he sense Illusions; and God, in the 
Immediacy of His .own divine will, 
releases them from their problems. 
Through such warfare they grow 
In stature as the children of God- 
each In "his own niche in time and 
eternity” (Retrospection and In- 
trospection. 70:18-19). They bring 
out in themselves the qualities 
which are identified with true 
character the character of the 
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open with the Joyous and unselfish 
motive of making plain the way of 
salvation to all who desire domin- 
ion, by spiritual means, over the 
tyrannical limitations of the flesh. 
We are not promised happiness in 
material allurements; but we are 
promised victory by spiritual 
means, and victory Is co-ordinate 
with Joy. Robert Frost, the poet, 
has truly said: “The best way 
out Is always through.” Christian 
Science agrees, and adds to the 
meaning of the statement by turn- 
ing It upside down. "The best way 
through is always out.” 

HUMILITY LEADS TO POWER 
My friend, a word about humility 
—that glorious quality whltjh robs 
you of pride but does not rob you 
of power. Your ability to demon- 
strate the truth about God and man 
is God-given. Recognize this fact, 
and be grateful to the infinite 
Giver; and you have attained hu- 
mility. All of our power to witness 
God’s immortal presence, to ban- 
ish the apeparance of our subjec- 
tion to evil, to show forth in us the 
alertness, vigor, true intelligence, 
wisdom, which increases our spir- 
itual stature and attracts all good 
—all* of this power Is by the grace 
of God. Use it with all agility and 
consecration, but never be tempted 
to say or think It Is a personal pos- 
session. Increase your ability. It 
is your spiritual duty. Acknowl- 
edge your importance as the eter- 
nal, individual expression of divine 
presence. Let your Illustration in 
you of what God does for man be 
the most telling, persuasive illus- 
tration you can make it, of man’s 
infinite mental proportions under 
God, but always bear in thought 
that your achievement is illustrat- 
ing the doing of God, not of man. 
This way lies affluence, for it is 
the way of humility. It is the way 
of divine intelligence, unfolding its 
effects in terms of love, health, 
and security, thus meeting the de- 
mand of tho times. It is the way 
of thinkers, whose time, we have 
agreed, has come. It is the way of 
Christian Science, meeting the 
needs of mankind, In agreement 
with all that is said, and also im- 
plied, In the comforting promise 
of Christ Jesus, a promise which 
is the benediction I leave with you, 
radiating assurance and dispelling 
in its spiritual significance * all 
doubt of our divine inheritance- 
all doubt of our God’s unlimited 
goodness to the hearts that desire 
His love: “Fear not, little flock, 
for it is your Father’s good pleas- 
ure to give you the kingdom” 
(Luke 12:32).

Educator from Greece 
Visits Newton High 

On Tuesday, December 2, Miss 
Korellia Krokodilon, registrar 
and English teacher at Pierce 
College In Athens, Greece, visited 
Newton High School. Miss Kroko- 
dilon has been in this country for 
a year, studying at Smith Col- 
lege, and travelling over the East 
attending conferences and visit- 
ing schools. 

Miss Krokodilon told of Pierce 
College, an American sponsored 
school for Greek girls. There arc 
four hundred students in classes 
corresponding to our four high 
school grades and two hundred 
in what would correspond to the 
two years of junior callege. 

The American funds are used 
mainly for buildings, equipment, 
and the salaries of American 
teachers at the college. Except 
for the 132 girls there on scholar- 
ships, the students pay a month- 
ly tuition of 120,000 drachmas 
or from twelve ’ to twenty-four 
dollars. 

The pupils raised two thousand 
dollars by a class competition for 
contribution and by securing 
permission to receive tax-free 
the gross profits from the first 
showing of a new movie in 
Athens. This collection was used 
to reconstruct a school in a 
neighboring town. 

Part of an equal sum, raised 
by a bazaar in which the students 
sold scarce food contributed by 
wealthy people, put seats and 
desks iq a reform school and an- 
other nearby school. One thous- 
and dollars of this fund was 
used to care for the families of 
forty Greek soldiers whose fates 
were unknown. The government 
had not at that time taken care 
of these people.

Miss Hess has a unique inter- 
national background. She was 
born in Kobe, Japan, but spent 
most of her early childhood in 
India. She is a graduate of 
I American College, Madura, India, 
of which her father is bursar 
and head of the English Depart- 
ment. She is a graduate of Pem- 
broke College, Brown University 
(Cum Laude, 1938) and has an 
MA from the University of Lon- 
don. She is a member of St. 
Paul’s Congregational Church, 
Taunton, England. 

While in college, Miss Hess 
was active in the dramatic so- 
ciety and was captairf of the 
class hockey team as well as 
manager of the college basket- 
ball team for two years. Dur- 
ing her residence in England she 
worked with the Girl Guides, 
comparable to American Girl 
Scouts. Following college, Miss 
Hess taught at Kodaikanal School 
in India and did American Red 
Cross work in that country.

FIRE DEPARTMENT 


FIRE PREVENTION SERVICE 



Fire fighting and fire preven- 
tion methods are advancing with 
the times. One of the most note- 
worthy developments is the use 
of smaller hose lines and the 
development of spray and fog 
nozzles. 

There are several types of fires 
where engineering indicates that 
solid streams, so commonly used 
in the past operations of fire 
departments, is not adapted to 
fire extinguishment. These fires 
may be listed roughly as: 

Oil, grease, tar and other flam- 
mable liquids. Smoky fires, es- 
pecially where interior fire fight- 
ing is in order. Protecting an ex- 
posed building from an adjoin- 
ing fire. A widely spread fire of 
low heat intensity. Chimney or 
grease fires. Grass or under- 
brush fires. 

In all of these fires one of the 
prime requisites is to reduce the 
temperature of the , ensuing 
gases and smoke, so that when 
these heated products of com- 
bustion reach a point where they 
have sufficient oxygen, they will 
not ignite. Another object is to 
cool ' down the unburned mater- 
ial, which being exposed to these 
heated gases, will later ignite if 
not kept below the ignition point. 
A further very important item 
in fire fighting is to clear up the 
smoke to a point where hinder- 
ance to actual attack of the fire 
will not exist. Smoke prevents 
the firemen from locating the 
burning material, which often 
may be of a small amount. 
Smoke may also drive the fire- 
men out. 


It is a well known fact that 
water absorbs not only heat but 
also many of the toxic gases of 
a fire, and tends to clear away 
the smoke, but it does this most 
effectively when broken up into 
small particles. 

These were first developed as 
a means of combatting oil fires; 
the principle of the nozzle is to 
discharge a fine mist or fog of 
water particles, and to do this 
it is generally desirable to use 
high nozzle pressures, as other- 
wise thehe is not sufficient carry 
to the stream. As with all other 
fire departme/.t equipment such 
nozzles are not suitable for all 
types of fires. Primarily they 
are limited to fires of low heat 
intensity; to those where smoke 
is dense and there is little deeply 
embedded fire whose heat will 
change the mist into steam be- 
fore it reaches the bed of embers. 

Other forms of fire fighting, 
making use of a large calibre 
spray nozzle of a type which will 
give a considerable reach to the 
the stream, would be to provide 
a water curtain which would 
keep the side of an exposed 
building wet. 

The value of a water spray on 
fires has been amply demon- 
strated in the automatic sprink- 
ler systems, and by the use in 
fire service of fog and spray 
nozzles on basement and dwell- 
ing house fires. It also tends to 
reduce water loss on interior 
fires in buildings.

Sturdy squash, now plentiful 
and always nutritious, holds the 
center of interest on Saturday’s 
Peace Plate planned by the Con- 
sumer Service Section, Citizens 
Food Committee. Squash has a 
special affinity for fruit, which 
is another way of saying that 
this fruit-meat stuffing has a 
flavor all its own. 

While the Stuffed Baked Acorn 
Squash is baking to fragrant per 
fection, there’s ample time to 
prepare spinach, kale or other 
seasonal greens, to be served hot 
with the Bacon Dressing des- 
cribed here. Give the salad an 
earlier start, and make it a tart 
jellied tomato salad molded with 
chopped celery and diced crisp 
sweet pickles. For the quick 
dessert so welcome Saturday, 
gingersnaps and canned pears. 

STUFFED BAKED ACORN 
SQUASH 

3 Acorn squash 

Vi teaspoon salt 

4 apples, finely chopped 

1 orange or lemon, finely 

chopped 

V* cup brown sugar, firmly 
packed 

V* cup melted butter or mar- 
garine 

1 cup diced luncheon iyeat or j 

cooked ham 

Cut squash in halves cross- 
wise; remove seeds and sprinkle 
with salt. Fill equash halves 
with fruit mixture, sugar, melt- 
ed butter and meat. Place in 
shallow pan. Bake in moderate 
oven (350 degrees J!’.) about 1 
hour. 6 servings. 

BACON DRESSING 

2 slices bacon, diced 

1 tablespoon flour 

cup boiling water 

3 tablespoons vinegar 

1 tablespoon granulated sugar 

Vt teaspoon salt 

Vt teaspoon dry mustard 

1 egg, beaten 

Dice bacon, and fry in skillet 
until golden-brown. Remove ba- 


con pieces, and stir flour into fat. 
Add next 5 ingredients. Stir un- 
til thickened. Remove from heat, 
and let cool slightly. Stir in 
slightly beaten egg, and return 
to heat. Cook for 2 minutes 
longer, while stirring. Add ba- 
con in pieces, and serve over hot 
cooked or raw shredded greens. 
Makes one cup. 

Food Tips: Many vegetables 
may well “double” for bread be- 
cause of their equivalent energy 
food value. You can serve less 
bread in a meal containing win- 
ter-squash, white potatoes or 
sweet potatoes. Reach for a sec- 
ond helping of beets, carrots or 
parsnips rather than for an ex- 
tra slice of bread. 

Liquids from canned or home- 
cooked vegetables contain im- 
portant minerals and have good j 
flavor. Try mixing them with 
tomato juice, also we use them 
for thinning evaporated milk in 
making creamed and baked 
dishes; and use them to dilute 
condensed soups.

Laymen's League 
Hears Miss Fogg Talk 
On European Relief 

“Cut relief budgets and you 
cut off lives!'’ declared Miss 
Helen Fogg, field representative 
of the Unitarian Service Com- 
mittee, before a meeting of the 
Layman’s League of the West 
Unitarian Church Tuesday night. 

Miss Fogg, who recently re- 
turned from an inspection of 
USC centers in Europe, describ- 
ed some of the'work of the com- 
mittee including relief, medical 
mission, and rehabilitation acti- 
vities in Czechoslovakia, Poland, 
Germany and France. 

“Europeans are not lazy,” 
said Miss Fogg. “They are ex- 
traordinarily like you and me 
The great drought that deci 
mated European crops last sum 
mer has cut their fo«id .supplies 
People that have been under- 
nourished for years are not as 
active and spry as we are. 

“Even if the Marshall Plan 
goes through 100%,” continued 
Miss Fogg, "there is still a great 
need for the work we do which 
is not covered by the Plan. Such 
things as child care, rehabilita- 
tion, and medical education must 
be continued if we are to con- 
tinue to save lives.” 

Miss Fogg described In detail 
the various centers operated or 
financed by the USC, saying that 
the Committee has been re- 
quested to send ovfer four more 
medical missions. 

“It is a shame that our bud- 
get for all this work has been 
cut,” said Miss Fogg. “There 
are rumors that we are ‘feeding 
communists’. Well, I have yet 
to hear anyone being helped at 
a Unitarian Service Committee 
center asked wha: political faith 
he had. Children suffering from 
incipient tuberculosis certainly 
aren’t weighted down with poli- 
tical ideologies. 

,‘‘Our dispensaries are for all. 
Democracy can best be demon- 
strated behind the iron curtain 
and then should be shown at its 
best.” 

Miss Fogg told of the Czech 
and Austrian medical missions 
which won highest praise from 
the Department of State; of the 
four installations near Toulouse, 
France; the dental clinic at Vi- 
enna; and the children's rehabili- 
tation homes in Czechoslovakia 
and France. 

Deploring the curtailed bud- 
get Miss Fogg said in closing: 

“Cutting of* the budget cuts 
off the lives of the young and 
the old whom we otherwise 
could help.” 

On the motion of William R. 
Mattson, the meeting voted 
unanimously a resolution en- 
dorsing the work of the Com- 
mittee. President’ John E. Cox 
presided and Dr. Herbert Hit- 
chen, minister, who twice has 
visited the areas where the USC 
operates, introduced the speak- 
er. Women guests were admitted 
to the dinner and meeting in 
honor of the speaker.

If you should ask Jack Stark- 
weather "What are your hob- 
bies?” he’ll only reply with a 
twinkle in his brown eyes: "My 
two sons say I have only one — 
Scouting!” 

Yes, everyone who knows the 
Starkweathers of 59 Pigeon Hill 
road, Auburndale, associates the 
family with long and continuous 
service to the good cause of Boy 
Scouting. Oh, of course, we rea- 
lize that Jack is the capable vice- 
president of the Starkweather 
Engineering Co. in Newtonville, 
but Scouting has been of even 
longer interest to him. It is syn- 
onymous with Jack’s name and 
familiar face. 

He was one of the first three 
boys in New England to receive 
an Eagle Scout award at mem- 
orable ceremonies in Harvard 
Stadium. His sons— Bill, now a 
freshman at the University of 
Massachusetts, and David, pres- 
ident of Warren Junior High — 
became Eagle Scouts simulta- 
neously at a Court of Honor this 
year. And what’s more, father 
and sons are now studying to 
obtain the five additional merit 
badges for an even higher rank, 
the Bronze Palm! 

Jack Starkweather is a lean 
and wiry man of average height. 
Behind his glasses you notice 
green flecks in his large brown 
eyes. His brown hair has a 
startling blond streak running 
down the center. "This was the 
result of a motorcycle smash-up 
while 1 was at Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology,” Jack 
will tell you ruefully. "I broke 
innumerable bones, stayed in the 
hospital three months, was de- 
layed in college a year and came 
out with the trade-mark of a 
perpetual light streak in front 
and a smaller one at the back 
of my hair. Due to shock from 
the accident, the doctors tell 
me.” 

Pressed for more biographical 
facts. Jack will add that he was 
born in Milwaukee but moved 
east in 1907. He went through 
Newton grammar and high 
schools, serving as president of 
the Junior and Senior classes. 
Stationed at M.I.T. for a year 
during the first World War, he 
was graduated there in 1922. 
Then followed work in civil en- 
gineering, hydro-electric and 
other construction work in Con- 
necticut, California, British Col- 
umbia, Alaska, the Philippines, 
Mexico and the Carolinas. 

In South Carolina Sack met 
and married Ellen Long, a musi- 
cian and graduate of Peabody 
Conservatory of Music. The^ 
moved north in 1927. Out riding 
one Sunday afternoon the Stark- 
weather’s saw a lot for sale on 
a high bluff overlooking the 
Charles River just above Norum- 
bega. "Let’s build our home 
here!” was their mutual thought. 
So they designed this house of 
their dreams. And it's a dream 
that continues to grow in beauty 
with the years. It’s latest addi- 
tion is a pine-panelled sitting 
room over the garage. Jack and 
the boys built it with plenty of 
bunks for extra guests. And the 
trio even built a sailboat in their 
basement. 

“Er — did you have any trouble 
getting the boat out after- 
wards?” I asked, remembering 
classic stories of people who had 
built too large for their cellars. 
Too late, I realized Jack belongs

to the American Society of Civil 
Engineers and the American So- 
ciety of Refrigerating Engineers. 

He almost doubled up with 
laughter as he put his pipe 
aside. “Of course not! It was 
only a ten foot sailboat to take 
to our summer camp on College 
Pond in Plymouth.” • 

Then I recalled that hundreds 
of Scouts had been rewarded for 
work well done, by a weekend 
visit to this Plymouth camp. 
Somehow Ellen Starkweather has 
the knack of accommodating 
and feeding there a great many 
of these khaki-clad youths. 

And this love of the outdoors 
unites the Starkweathers in 
another hobby. Last summer 
Ellen and David went with Jack 
on a wilderness camping trip in 
northern Maine. The year be- 
fore Jack and the boys shared 
this exhilaration. And from 
such a rugged constitution Jack 
has contributed almost two gal- 
lons of blood to the Blood Bank 
in Boston where he worked as a 
volunteer. In addition he teamed 
with fifteen Auburndale men in 
working at Newton-Wellesley 
hospital one night a week during 
the war. They painted walls and 
furniture, scrubbed floors, did 
much of the hard labor that a 
hospital could not manage dur- 
ing the war. Meanwhile, Ellen 
worked as a Gray Lady there. 
During this period Jack refused 
a commission in order to finish 
the Starkweather Engineering 
Co.'s contracts with the Army, 
Navy and Engineer Corps at air 
bases, navy yards, Oak Ridge, 
etc. 

And now back to Scout work. 
Jack’s present official title', chair- 
man of Norumbega Council 
Camping Committee, indicates 
how hard he continues to work 
for the 1200 Boy Scouts in New- 
ton and Wellesley. His program 
is to make available and to over- 
see the cabin and outdoor camp- 
ing, the Nobscot Guide courses 
and the camporees.

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Kiwanis Club 

Mr. Egon Weiss, the Austrian 
who was hunted by the German 
Gestapo after Hitler’s successful 
'putch' in March, 1938, assured 
the Newton Kiwanis Club, Wed- 
nesday, at the Y.MpC.A. that the 
United States is the only nation 
on the face of the earth today, 
where such a representative 
gathering of a city’s professional 
and businessmen may gather in 
such free, midday goodfellow- 
ship. In Europe, he said, every 
gathering, however small, is dom- 
inated by schemers, promoters 
and political puppets. 

The grandson of a physician, 
Mr. Weiss’ father was a well 
known Viennese specialist and 
his two sisters are practising 
physicians today. An ardent ex- 
ponent and member of the anti 
Hitler Youth Movement, he went 
Into hiding when the Nazis took 
Austria in March 1938. Event- 
ually escaping to Holland, he 
came to the United States the 
latter part of the same year. 
Graduating from Berea College, 
Kentucky, he journeyed to Bos- 
ton where he joined the U. S. 
Army in 1942. 

Assigned to Military Intelli- 
gence, he served this branch of 
the service in Naziland until the 
\yar’s end. Honorably discharged 
Mr. Weiss attended Harvard Uni- 
versity. and at this time is devot- 
ing his efforts to presenting a 
clear picture of the European 
situation he knows so intimately. 

After World War I, Germany 
began paying for it’s sins, he 
declared, and thanks to the gen- 


erosity of the Allied Nation*, 
was coasting in right side up, 
until destruction, one Hitler by 
name, appeared on the horizon. 
All of the old arrogance, , cruelty, 
bigotry and race ratred marched 
hand in hand with greed from 
that time on. A member of a 
news service, Mr. Weiss con- 
tinued, he assisted in barraglng 
the world with horror stories of 
Nazi cruelty in Austria, but the 
world just could not conceive of 
such organized mass murder— 
and didn’t believe. 

Answering questions of Clerk 
of Court James P. Gallagher and 
Police Chief Nicholas Veduccio, 
the speaker said that but five 
per cent of Austria is com- 
munist. Rabble rousing com- 
munists in France and Italy num- 
ber not more than 10 per cent 
although they are considered a 
strong element and stated em- 
phatically that there are not 
more than three million real 
communists in all of Russia . . . 
“the entire nation wants out,” 
he concluded.

Advice on Mailing 

Christmas Cards 

— 0— 

The greatest Christmas mail 
rush in the history of the Post 
Office Department is on in full 
swing. Beginning last Sunday 
when three;extra collections were 
scheduled from all street letter 
boxes and resuming Monday 
morning when crowds awaited 
the opening of postoffices 
throughout the entire Boston 
Postal District, long lines were 
to be found each day at all post- 
office windows. It was observed 
that some persons are still bring- 
ing in parcels for Christmas de- 
livery at distant points. These 
should be sent by air Vnail, spec- 
ial delivery or special handling. 
As a matter of fact, according to 
postal officials, even Christmas 
cards for points outside New 
England should be sent by air 
mall. 

Again, the postoffice reminds 
the public that it is desirable to 
place 3 cent stamps on Christmas 
cards this year so that they may 
be forwarded, where necessary. 
Hundreds of unsealed cards with 
the circular rate of postage (14 
cent) have already found their 
way to the Dead Letter Office. 

For those who have not yet 
mailed their cards, the follow- 
ing suggestions are offered. 
Bring them to the postoffice if 
possible rather than load your 
corner letter box; please include 
postal delivery zone numbers to 
assist in distribution, do not 
send money in Christmas Cards 
—register it or purchase a Money 
Order or Postal Note; if you are 
expecting checks, kindly watch 
your mail receptacle closely and 
remove the mail as soon as it is 
deposited — do not let mail re- 
main in your box; do not wait un- 
til next Sunday to deposit your 
cards, even for local delivery; 
purchase your stamps now and 
purchase a book of stamps for 
emergency use. Be sure all par- 
cels are more heavily wrapped 
and tied securely. A large num- 
ber of parcels have already 
broken open and many will 
necessarily be sold later at pub- 
lic auction. 

Cooperate with your postal 
clerks and letter carriers. Post- 
master Patrick J. Connelly is 
anxious to permit all of these 
men to spend Christmas Day at 
home with their families. You 
can make this possible.

plan in spite of considerable 
| opposition from property owners 
in that area on the grounds that 
there is a serious housing short- 
i age in Newton and strict enforce- 
ment of the zoning ordinance 
would involve substantial hard- 
ship to veterans of World War 
! II and their families, depriving 
them of homes. 

The proposed project wifi be 
financed through the Federal 
Housing Administration and 
j plans and specifications for it 
have already b4en approved by 
■ the Federal Housing Authority. 

The buildings, which will oc- 
cupy 18 per cent of five and one 
half acres of land formerly used 
for farming, will be of frame 
construction with brick veneer 
external walls. They will be 
made up of four and one half 
and five room apartments with 
accommodations for 84 families. 
Rentals will be made with pre- 
ference given to veterans. 

City Solicitor James W. Bart- 
lett announced on Tuesday that 
the City of Newton is preparing 
to ask for a writ of certiori in the 
Superior Cofirt at East Cam- 
bridge which will call upon the 
court to review the case and ren- 
der a finding on the question of 
whether the State Emergency 
Housing Commission was le- 
gally empowered to make the 
finding ordering the city to is- 
sue a permit for the apartment 
house project in Waban. 

Mr. Bartlett said it is the 
city’s contention that the action 
of the commission was not that 
of ordering a variance from tho 
zoning ordinance, as it claimed, 
but was in fact setting up a new 
zoning district on an area of five 
and one-half acres. Bartlett held 
that the State Board’s author- 
ity is confined to granting vari- 
ances and does not extend to the 
changing of zoning classifica- 
tions. 

The court has jurisdiction over 
the matter as far as findings of 
law are concerned, Bartlett de- 
clared, but has no authority to 
pass on the findings of fact 
made by the State Board.

Newton Business 
Personalities

Unknown lo a certain little boy 
in Persia towards the end of 
World War I, the attack on that 
country by the Turks meant the 
beginning of a hard journey to 
freedom. The youngster was Ar- 
thur T. Gregorian. 

His family, formerly happy, 
prposperous people, reduced now 
to mere immigrants with only an 
oxcart, inched their way slowly 
to the United States. Weeks were 
spent in hostile, unfamiliar coun- 
tries, camping along river banks 
— wherever they could find shel- 
ter, prayi g for the time to come 
when they would see the shores 
of America. Finally, some three 
years latbr, the Gregorians did 
arrive in the United States, and 
settled in New Britain, Conn. 

The language and customs be- 
ing entirely new and somewhat 
bewildering, Arthur Gregorian 
worked laboriously to learn all 
that he possibly could about his 
new land. 

He later attended Mount Her- 
mon and planned to attend M. 
I. T. with the intention of mak- 
ing electrical engineering his ca- 
reer. However, his job with a 
rug merchant in Boston over- 
shadowed his engineering ambi- 
tions, thus he started his first 
shop in Wellesley Hills in 1934. 
^rom Wellesley Hills, Mr. Gre- 
gorian moved his shop to its 
present location in Newton Low- 
e. Falls. 

One of Lower Falls’ most out- 
standing citizens, Mr. Gregorian 
is both respected md admired 
by all who know him. He is mar- 
ried to the former Phebe Bal- 
lou, a graduate of Wellesley Col- 
lege. They have three children.
